Some 2,000 tons of safflower seed 
from southern Alberta is now on 
its way to Japan. With the success 
of this crop in the Forem'ost and 
Medicine Hat areas this year, en¬ 
quiries from all over the province 
and beyond have been received at 
the Lethbridge Experimental 
Farm. 

Early recognition of the suita¬ 
bility of raff lower as a crop for 
southern Alberta must be credited 
to Cerealist W.. D. Hay who for 
the past 20 years has been quietly 
testing varieties. While the earlier 
varieties proved unsatisfactory 
those pjMliiced later at the Univer¬ 
sity of Nebraska, have shown a 
great deal of promise. 

It was not until this year that 
interest was finally aroused, when 
two United States companies 
moved in early last spring and 
signed contracts with southern 
Alberta farm-rs covering some 
15,000 acres. It proved q wonderful 


opportunity to test the crop com¬ 
mercially says Mr. Hay, and re¬ 
sults obtained were quite encourag¬ 
ing. With the contract price of 2H 
cents per pound and yields running 
up to 1,000 pounds per acre,. saf¬ 
flower quickly became recognized 
as a useful crop. 

With its long season require¬ 
ments safflower is definitely not 
a crop for northern areas says Mr. 
Hay, and iti growth will neces¬ 
sarily be confined to the south of 
the province. Vulcan, on the bor¬ 
der of township 16 is about the 
northern limit, for safflower pro¬ 
duction. Seeding can be done with 
the best harvesting method. Since 
safflower is only a fairweed com¬ 
petitor and is readily damaged by 
2,4-D, clean summerfnllow, prefer¬ 
ably free from wild oats, makes the 
best seedbed in the dry areas.

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OUR WHEAT CUSTOMERS ARE POOR PEOPLE 

The cheers which greeted the announcement by 
Prime Minister Diefenbaker, that Canada could trans¬ 
fer 15% of its trade with the United States to Great 
Britain, have died down to a whisper. The British of¬ 
fer of free trade with Canada caused shudders among 
the manufacturers of Ontario and Quebec. They cite 
the high wages paid in Canadian plants as compared 
with the low wages paid to British workers. 

What the manufacturers, and also organized 
labor, conveniently overlook, is that Canada is depend¬ 
ent on world trale to achieve any degree of prosperity. 
Three out Of ^ery eight Canadians make a living 
through our exports. To raise tariffs materially would 
be committing economic suicide. If Canada is to widen 
markets for surplus production this nation must be 
prepaled to take the production of other countries. 

What we have stated are manifest truths that are 
shrugged off by those who benefit from protection. 
They consider first their own interests, disregarding 
the danger of such conduct over the long range of 
history. It is true that workers in Britain and other 
nations do not get the high wages' prevailing in Can¬ 
ada. The prospective customers for our food surpluses 
are poor people. It is unreasonable to expect them to 
buy freely from Canada unless we buy their produc-, 
tion in payment. . • — 

We believe Prime Minister Diefenbaker was sin¬ 
cere in his plan to divert a greater percentage of the 
Canadian market to Great Britain. But Ontario, the 
bulwark of Conservation in Canada, may make con¬ 
ditions very difficult for him. We do hope the prime 
minister has the courage of his convictions for the 
West is looking to him to fulfill his promise of an ex¬ 
panding trade with the United Kingdom. That nation 
is the world’s best market for our wheat and coarse

WHY NOT APPLY THE SAME . 

PRINCIPLES IN SETTING FREIGHT 
RATES IN EASTERN CANADA? 

Canada’s railways are petitioning for another ten 
percent increase in Western Canada freight rates. 
They have the rates now established so high that they 
are losing a very heavy volume to the trucking in¬ 
terests. The railways keep poking away at the Crows 
Nest Pass freight rates on wheat, oblivious to the 
weakness in their arguments when one analyzes the 
rate structure serving most of Eastern Canada. 
Freight rates down east are in many instances lower 
than what the Crows Nest Pass agreement allows for 
the movement of wheat . . . and wheat is one of the 
most easily handled freight problems in our entire 
economy. Some day, maybe, men with understanding 
and vision will take hold of Canada’s freight rate 
structure and introduce sound common sense into it.

WHAT ABOUT IT1 

In grain fanning the use- of “good 
seed" is the soundest practice of ail. 
Even the most highly organized 
grain farm will quieklv tumble to 
poverty if it is denied the right seed 
for the right job. The old rhyme 
says that out of every four seeds 
that the farmer sows there is one for 
the worm, one for the crow, one to 
rot and one to grow.
